No v to examine the main Point, n 


enquire upon what Principles this great Re- 


lief is given; for, if we conſider the Bread 
itſelf, this Concrete can have no Efficacy, 
at one Time more than another; if the Effi- 


cacy, I ſay, proceeds from the intrinſical 


Principles of the Bread; for then a Cruſt 
eat at Five or Six in the Afternoon, or at a 
proper Diſtance from our Meals, muſt pro- 
duce the ſame Effects upon the urinary Paſ-
